The pivotal point of this theory is: 
Wrong prices and wages, unless swiftly 
corrected, can lead to quantity restric- 
tions in the sale of goods {sales slump) 
and to flagging demand for Iabour 
(unemployment). 


When this happerıs, wage and price 
adjustments alone are no longer enough 
to restore full employment. 


To prevent a cumulatlve downward 
trend, there must be an expansive fiscal 
policy buttressed by a monetary policy 
that will boost demand, and that at the 
earliest possible stage, 


But if anything is to bo gained, state 
demand must not supplant private de- 
mand. 


What matters, Schneider said, is to 
convince the private sector that the ne- 
cessary economic measures will in the 
long run boost tax revenues. 


This means that taxation rates will 
nat have to go up and tax relief will re- 
sult in the long term. ٠ 


Schneider's conclusion: “A Keynes- 
ian demand-boosting policy of this kind 
can evidently be regardecl as part of a 
supply-side economic policy."
